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Strawberry Run being planned by 
Chamber for festival week end

The Belleville Area Chamber of 
Commerce is taking over the run for the 
Strawberry Festival that had been put on 
in 2015 and 2016 by the Kona Running 
Company of Northville and brought 1,000 
runners to town. 

Keith Johnston, who explained the 
project to the Belleville City Council on 
Monday, said Kona has turned the run over 
to the Chamber. He came to the council to 
get information on what he needed to do 
with the city to get permission. He said 
he already had reached out to Van Buren 
Township to find out what to do there, 
since the run extends into the township. 

He said they expect 400 to 500 runners. 
The plans were to hold the Strawberry Run 
on the same route as December’s Jingle 
Bell Run, starting at Horizon Park on High 
Street, going out over the Denton Road 
Bridge for a run around the township and 
then back. 

He said they planned it for 8-10 a.m., 
Saturday, June 16. 

Belleville Police Chief Hal Berriman said 
High Street is the only westbound street 
the city has open during the festival, since 
Main Street is closed. That was a safety 
concern. 

Councilman Tom Fielder said the Kona 
run brought people into town on Friday, 
one of the slowest days of the festival. 

Mayor Kerreen Conley said there had 
been a problem with parking and Johnston 
said they had planned to use the high school 
for parking and then walk to High Street. 

Councilman Fielder said they’ ve always 
closed High Street, so they could start 
there. He said maybe they could stage and 
start in the park, so High Street didn’t have 
to be closed. 

It was pointed out with the Kona run, 
the street was packed with runners from 
the lake to the other side of the street, and 
traffic was backed up past the freeway. 
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Mayor Conley said if the run is held on 
Saturday, they would be competing with 
activities at Liberty Fest in Canton. 

“Nobody’s opposed to it,” Mayor Conley 
said of the Strawberry Run. “We just need 
to work out the logistics.” 

Mayor Conley said she will help with 
the planning and Chief Berriman will be a 
good resource. 

Johnston said he will take the information 
back to the Chamber and work on the 
details. 

In other business at Monday’s meeting, 
the council: 

e Approved use of the Fourth Street 
Square by Brownie Troop #76274 of 
Keystone Academy on Sunday, Feb. 18, or 
Saturday, March 10, from 1 to 5 p.m. to sell 
Girl Scout Cookies. The girls will set up a 
tent with a decorated booth and a sign; 

e Approved the WCA Poverty Exemption 
for the 2018 summer and winter taxes. 
Applications are available at city hall; 

e Took off the agenda the proposed dates 
for the 2018 Music Lakeside concerts since 
no one came to present the request; 

e Approved the Waiver of Penalties 
for Failure to File Property Transfer 
Affidavits. The resolution said the city is 
not going to collect the fee because the cost 
to collect the $5 a day fee outweighs the 
benefit. There are fewer than 1,200 parcels 
in the city and maybe one a month changes 
hands; 

e Approved the 2018 Strawberry Festival 
Responsibility and Administrative policies 
as presented, as recommended by City 
Manager Diana Kollmeyer. Fielder noted 
he had a potential conflict because he is 
president of Strawberry Festival, but he did 
not request permission to abstain; 

e Accepted the Parks and Recreation 
Master Plan as presented by the newly 
reactivated Parks and Recreation 
Commission and set a public hearing for 
Feb. 20. Jeff Vernon, who was named

Robotics team explains upcoming 
competition to community leaders

On Jan. 27, the Belleville High School 
Robotics team, its teachers and its mentors 
invited leaders of the community to a 
presentation on the upcoming FIRST 
Robotics competition at BHS to get some 
publicity for the event. 

FIRST, a national organization, stands 
for: For Inspiration and Recognition of 
Science and Technology. 

Its founder Dean Kamen said, “FIRST is 
more than robots. The robots are a vehicle 
for students to learn important life skills. 
Kids often come in not knowing what to 
expect -- of the program nor of themselves.

Kamen also is inventor of the Segway 
human transport. 

Forty teams have registered for the 
competition, which will be held March 23 
in the BHS main gym, with the auxiliary 
gym holding pit areas for the teams. The 
teams are scheduled to arrive in town on 
March 22, the competition is March 23, 
and the award presentation on March 24. 
There are 24 awards listed.

Sumpter committee wraps up 
study for MMFLA decision

On Jan. 17, at the announced final meeting 
of the Sumpter Township fact-finding 
committee to study the new Medical 
Marijuana Facilities Licensing Act, Judd 
Road resident Mary Herring passed out 
pamphlets. 

She had a big box of pamphlets she had 
obtained from Drug Free America and she 
passed out “The Truth About Marijuana” 
to everyone who would take one. She said 
she may take some to Owen Intermediate 
School in Belleville, as well. 

While the first two meetings in January 
had about 25 people in the audience, this 
meeting drew 42 and a dozen people spoke 
at the beginning of the meeting, both for 
and against the township opting in to 
MMELA. 

Mary Ban of Lohr Road had turned in a 
petition signed by 13 people against opting 
in to MMFLA. 

Attorney Randy Richardville of Monroe 
County again was present for his client 
Steven Kakos, who already grows in 
Sumpter. He presented 28 pages of a 
proposal that he asked not to be made 
public. 

Township Trustee Matthew Oddy, who 
chaired the committee, said the committee 
is turning over its work to the township 
board and so Richardville’s information 
will go right to the board. 

Kurt Nofz of Karr Road said he had been 


the largest employer Sumpter had and the 
last time he issued a paycheck was in 2004. 

“If you pass this, I'll support this,” Nofz 
said. “... I want to get rich again.” 

Another speaker said he can’t see how 
the township is going to control this. He 
said a marijuana grow on Harris Road 
became a big problem and there are lots 
of greenhouses between Judd and Willis, 
with entry off Willis by a “not legitimate” 
driveway. 

“We don’t need this kind of business in 
Sumpter Township,” he said. 

Karithea Murry Hanible said medical 
marijuana is here and, “We have no business 
to speak of in the township. This could be a 
catalyst.” She said she understands people 
are buying property in hopes of using it to 
grow medical marijuana and, “It could be a 
boost to the township.” 

She said she went to a meeting that LARA 
(Michigan Department of Licensing and 
Regulatory Affairs) had and learned every 
plant had its own bar code and inspectors 
come out. She said they have marijuana at 
the VA pharmacy in Detroit. 

Others also spoke in favor of opting in, 
but Mary Herring continued her opposition, 
saying since Trustee Sheena Barnes, who is 
on the committee, has said she is a grower, 
her vote on the issue could be a possible 
conflict of interest. 

Attorney Rob Young said that would be 
for Trustee Barnes to decide. He said you

US Ecology faces 
VBT residents to 
explain permit 


There was a lot of anger and fear stirred 
up in the Van Buren Township community 
after a Detroit Free Press article about 
Michigan Waste Disposal’s application for 
an EPA permit for its toxic waste treatment 
facility. 

At Tuesday regular meeting of the VBT 
board of trustees, two representatives from 
US Ecology explained the permit and one 
expressed regret that the newspaper didn’t 
print all of what he said in an interview 
on the subject. VBT Supervisor Kevin 
McNamara also said the paper misquoted 
him. 

Tuesday’s presentation was requested 
by Trustee Reggie Miller who thought the 
details of the permit application should be 
discussed publicly. 

Five residents from Mission Point 
subdivision and Linda Vista Court voiced 
concerns, but one said she believes US 
Ecology is working to make it safe. The 
US Ecology site on the North I-94 Service 
Drive is said to be the largest toxic waste 
disposal operation in the country by volume. 
A landfill has been at that site for 60 years. 

The detailed explanations of what the 
permit request actually contained seemed to 
satisfy most of those present at the meeting. 
Trustee Sherry Frazier pointed out the US 
Ecology site is about 600 acres and the 
Waste Management site is 200 acres, with 
another 200 just approved. That means 
VBT has 1,000 acres of landfill. We need to 
keep an eye on it all.

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Court Watching: 
Sumpter couple charged 


with murder to get 
psychiatric exams

The Sumpter Township couple charged 
with murder, child abuse, and torture in 
the death of a four-year-old child will be 
examined to see if they are competent to 
stand trial, have criminal responsibility, 
and were able to waive their Miranda 
Rights. 

On Jan. 31, before 34th District Court 
Judge David Parrott, the two were 
scheduled for their separate probable cause 
conferences and were present by video 
from the Wayne County Jail where they are 
being held without bond. 

Candice Renea Diaz, 25, was represented 
by attorney Sarah Krause who was standing 
in for Diaz’s court-appointed attorney Gabi

Wayne County Assistant Prosecutor 
Melissa Palepu said she had no objection 
to the competency examinations, which 
could delay legal proceedings for 90 days. 

Judge Parrott said the court dates will 
be reset once they get results of the 
competency exams. 

He questioned the final request by Diaz’s 
attorney to determine whether she was 
competent to waive Miranda. 

“T never heard of it before,” Judge Parrott 
said. “Maybe they won’t do it.” 

When co-defendant Brad Edward 
Fields, 28, came before the judge by 
video more than an hour later, his retained 
attorney Timothy Wrather also asked for a 
competency examination for his client to 
determine the same questions. Prosecutor 
Palepu again said she had no objection. 

“Competent to waive Miranda?” Judge 
Parrott asked. 

“I don’t have discovery to show his 
Miranda,” Wrather replied. “I think we put 
it in there to cover all the bases, in case 
(Fields) made a statement at any point in 
the proceedings after this arrest.” 

“That’s relevant how?” Judge Parrott 
asked. “A police officer is supposed to be 
a psychiatrist? I’m not sure the Center for 
Forensic Psychiatry will even do it. PI 
order it, but I never saw it before until this 
morning with the co-defendant.” 

Both Diaz and Fields are facing life in 
prison if convicted of the charges in the 
Jan. 1 death of Diaz’s daughter, Gabrielle 
Barrett.

Gabrielle was found severely burned on 
her extremities at her home in Rawsonville 
Woods mobile home park and the girl was 
pronounced dead after being transported to 
St. Joseph Mercy Hospital. Diaz and Fields 
fled the state after the Washtenaw County 
Medical Examiner declared the death a 
homicide. 

They were apprehended Jan. 9 on I-75 
in Georgia, reportedly heading to Florida. 
The two were arrested and extradited back 
to Michigan to face trial. 

The medical examiner told authorities that 
Gabrielle’s death was the worst child death 
case he had seen in nearly three decades of 
practice, according to news reports. 

After the finding of homicide, Michigan 
child welfare officials filed a petition to 
terminate the couple’s parental rights to the 
couple’s one-year-old daughter. 

Diaz has claimed she is diagnosed with 
bipolar disorder, post-traumatic stress, 
disorder, depression, and anxiety. 

Fields said he’s been diagnosed with 
schizoaffective disorder, social anxiety, 
agoraphobia, and post-traumatic stress 
disorders. 

Asha Annette Dennis 

Asha Annette Dennis, 21, waived her 
preliminary exam before Judge Parrott and 
he bound her over to circuit court for an 
arraignment on the information on Feb. 14. 
She is charged with trustee embezzlement 
of more than $1,000 but less than $20,000 
in Van Buren Township on April 16,2016. 
She is free on $5,000 personal recognizance 
bond. 

Keith Joshua Malone 

Keith Joshua Malone, 22, was present for 
his probable cause conference after being 
brought from the Division 3 Wayne County 
Jail where he is in custody. He is charged 
with possession of narcotics or cocaine and 
fleeing police in a vehicle on May 1, 2017 
in Van Buren Township. 

Court appointed attorney David Lankford 
said his client wished to waive his upcoming 
preliminary exam, so Judge Parrott bound 
Malone over to circuit court for a Feb. 7 
arraignment on the information. His bond 
of $5,000/10% was continued. 

Terence Montez White 

Terence Montez White, 31, is scheduled 
for his preliminary exam on Feb. 7. He was 
lodged and not present for his probable 
cause conference before Judge Parrott on 
Jan. 31. His court-appointed attorney Susan 
Rock said he is demanding his preliminary 
exam the next week. 

White is charged with felonious assault, 
possession of weapons by a felon, felony 
firearms, and domestic violence in VBT on 
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Dec. 30. His bond is $100,000/10%. White 
also has a charge of assaulting/resisting/ 
obstructing a police officer in Romulus 
with a bond of $50,000/10% on that charge.

Show us 
a profile on our kids’ elementary teachers 
that educate and care for children every day, 
or our public works employees that keep 
our toilets flushing and our water running, 
or our public safety officers that police our 
neighborhoods, or our civil servants that 
hear complaints and listen to our concerns. 
That is the responsible way to publish this 
information. I hope you agree.

cannot benefit personally from something 
on which you have a vote, but the board 
must allow you to recuse yourself. “You 
have a responsibility to vote,” Young said. 
“Sheena is a caregiver ... She’s not trying 
to hide that ... If she had an interest in a 
MMELA license, she would have some 
soul-searching to do ... just the MMA 
(Medical Marijuana Act) and a card, is not 
enough to keep her from voting...” 

Committee member Ken Bednark 
suggested having a provisioning center for 
residents only, but a man from the audience 
said that would be illegal. The man praised 
Barnes for her leadership. 

Bednark, who was putting together 
community input, said there were 
fewer than three dozen opinions from a 
community with 10,000 residents. He said 
“opt out” means the status quo. 

When Oddy opened the committee up for 
discussion, Bednark asked Barnes if her 
presentation in favor of marijuana grows 
was with facts, rather than opinions and 
she, in turn, asked if Bednark’s remarks 
were facts or opinions. The two argued 
back and forth and Oddy asked Barnes not 
to cut Bednark off. 

At the end of the lively discussion, Young 
said they need to assemble everything 
and give it to the township board. Oddy 
went over what they had and directed 
board members to turn it over to Deputy 
Supervisor Karen Armatis so each board 
member could get a copy. 

“You all did a great job and this will all 
go to the township board,” Young said. 

“The board could technically send 
something back,” Oddy said, noting this 
could be their last meeting. 

Bednark said 63% of the Sumpter 
residents voted for medical marijuana, as 
he did. 

“While others did vote for this, they 
don’t want commercial marijuana in this 
community,” Bednark said of his findings. 

Treasurer Peggy Morgan spoke from the 
audience. 

“Ken, I appreciate everyone’s time ... My 
question is if you have 40 letters against 
this and 20 come to a meeting, given the 
opportunity, how many said opt in or out?

a 40-minute tour for those at the Jan 25 
annual meeting of the Friends of the 
Belleville Area District Library. 

Guests were able to look out the windows 
of the library, climb the stairs, hang out in 
the teen room and children’s areas and 
check out the space allotted to the Friends 
for the used books.

Court Watching: 
Circuit Court jury finds 


Joshua Burger guilty of 
arson at his pawn shop

A Wayne County Circuit Court jury 
found Joshua Mark Burger, 30, of Sumpter 
Township guilty of setting fire to his pawn 
shop in Southgate on April 12. 

The trial was held before Judge Paul John 
Cusick at the Frank Murphy Hall of Justice 
Jan. 26 through Jan. 31. 

Judge Cusick is scheduled to sentence 
Burger on March 7. The felony charge of 
arson of insured real property could bring 
a sentence of 20 years and/or $20,000 or 
three times the property damage, whichever 
is greater. 

A second, lesser charge of third-degree 
arson was dismissed. 

Southgate fire fighters were called to the 
scene of a fire at Pawn Max, 16096 Eureka, 
at about 7:30 p.m., April 12. 

During Burger’s June 26 preliminary 
exam before 28th District Court Judge 
James A. Kandrevas police and fire 
witnesses testified to finding two sources 
of ignition of the fire in places that were 
not near electrical service or anything else 
that would cause a fire to start. A Michigan 
State Police lab found accelerants in a 
rag and on metal/plastic debris that was a 
container. 

Also in evidence was a DVR recording 
of Burger repositioning the shop’s 
surveillance cameras to aim more toward 
the ceiling away from where the fires 
started a few minutes later. 

Burger reportedly owned Southgate 
Exchange, Inc., the business, but not the 
building. He filed an insurance claim on 
loss of the contents. 

Defense attorney was David Griem, a 
high-profile lawyer who represented Bob 
Bashara in a murder-for-hire charge that 
attracted a lot of media attention. Assistant 
Prosecutor was Chandra Baker.
